our own ground, with a favorable position for

senewing the conflict on the following day. But
Ahe state of affalrs was fortunately such thal an
impediment in the way ol the Rebel advance
was equivalent to thelr defeat; avd so the nation
wae able to breathe frecr, and the Invading
army, taking advantage of MeClellan's hesi-
tancy, reccosged the Polomne and once more
Joft us at peace within our own borders.

To understand the peril of the nation and the

The Evenis Before the Battle,

Having thrown the Armr of the Polomac
mpon the defensive, an invasion of Pennsylvania
was determined upon by the Rebel leaders. The
edds against them were fearful, but the prize
was glittering, and success on their part would
have been cqu‘ivulnut almost to national ruin on
ours. The scope and objects of thig invasion
were thus vividly sel forth in the Richmond
Dispatoh of the day of the battle:—

The peril of our State, as thus depletad, wus,
alas! too true. And these wono will permit
themselves to wander back In memory (o that
terrible epoch will say that we fully apprecinted
its extent, even M we did not exaggerate lis

roportions, The greatest excitement prevalled
rhruugllout the State, more especially in Phila-
delphia dnd Harrigburg. On the 11th of Sep-
tember Governor Curtin issued a proclamation,
in which he called upon the people of the Btate
for fitity thousand men, *‘for immedinie service
to repel ibe now imminent danger from inyasion
by the ciemies of the country.” Muyar Henry,
'a}'tms city, was raguested by telegraph to for-
ward twenty thousaud, ng the quota of Phila-
delphis. In response to this, the Mayor issuod
his own proclumation, calling upon all the able-
bodied men of the elty to assemble on Lhe
following morning at the precinct houses in the
diflerent election divisions, ready for immediate
service,

As all will remember, this imperative som.
mons was not unheeded, Philadelphia at once
assumed the characler of a vast military en-
campment, and so fast were the enlistnients
made that it was impossible to furnish sufficlent
transporiation, and whole regiments of snxious
citizens were forced to lay ont jo the rain over
night, on the other side of Lthe Behuylkill, - At
Harrisburg the cxeitement was not less intense,
and was still further increased by an order of
the Mayor ot that city, prohibiting the inhabi-
tanis ftom lenving its borders, under penulty of
Instant arrest. By the time that the encounter
on the field of Antletam took place, at least
seventy-five thousand men had responded to the
call of the Governor, been equipped as fully as

ssible, and hurred to the borders of the

tate. Such was “the rabbie of militia® which
was ready to inll 4 prey to the ohivalry. But,
Tortunutely, their threatened fate was averted,
and they were enabléd to disperse lu peage, and
mot at the point of Rebel bayonets,

The Councils of Philadelphia likewlse voted
an appropriation of five haadred thousand dol-

The Battle of Antiotam,

On the night ol the battles of South Mountain,
orders were given to the corps commanders to
wess forward thear pickels at early dawn,
Yhen this was done, however, it wna found
that the enemy had abandoned all his fofmer
positiops, aund instont pursult wos therefore
ordered. It was found impossible to attank the
enemwy on the 15th, and on the morning of
the 16th it was discovered that the Rebels had
eflected still another ehange in their position,
under cover of the datkness, This rendered it
necessury for MeClellan o muake material
changesin the disposition ol his forees. The
greater portion of the 16th was occupied In
reconnolfring the new position of the enemy,
exnwining the ground, clearing the approaclies,
aud hurrsing up the ammunition and sapplies
from Frederiek, These muititudinouvs Iabors
rendered it necessary to posipone the grand
assnult vutil the morying of the 17th. '

The position oceupied by the enemy strelched
across tuo dmgle Jormed by the Potomae and
the Auntietan, (e flanks und rear prosected by
these iwo streams, Awlielsm creek, at this
point, iz a sluggish strenm, With but few fords,
and all these difliculr. Four stolie bridges ave
thrown across it, however, at distances 0! from
one to three miies from each other. This séc-
tion ol country is well adapled to delensive
warfare, anl Lthe Reuels had adroitly located
themselves in the very strongest position of all,
The Federsl forces were posted on the opposite
side of the Antietam, ut the points most iavora-
ble for prolcoting the bridges and advancing
upon the enemy.

CUn the aiternoon of the 16th Gen, Hooker's
corps crossed the Antietam by the uapper
bridge and a neighboring ford, which brought
them in contunet with the enemy's 1eft, The
FPenpsylvania Reserves led the advance, and
after o sharp gontest with the enemy foreed the
latter to withdraw from the strip of woods In
which they were posted, Hooker Lthen rested
on the ground ibus gained, and doriog the
night General Mansield's Corps, following in
Hooker's path, took up o position just i his
renr, At daylight on the memorable 17th the
ekirmisbhers of the Pennsylvanin Rescrves re-
sumed the aclion, the whole corps soon becom-
Ing involved 1 the engagement, while the
enemy were forced into a second line of woods
beyond the Arst. The contest then became more
animated, and Hooker ordered up tolds support I
the corps of Manstield, who (o]l morially
\\'om.'i--tl while examining the ground in front
of hisline, For two hours the bavtle raged with |
varying SUCCeES at this point,
nnd ut last the enemy were
forced back into the second hne of wools, from |
which they had atlempted to advance, About
9 o'clock in the morning Geunersl Sedgwick’s
Divicion of Bumwner's Corps arrived upon the
field, and the attack upon the Rebel Noe wos
renewed with grealer vigor, But the left of
Bedpwick’s Division was tinally forced to give
way, Sedewick being severely wounded, aod the
commpnd devolving oo General Howard, Abont
the same Vime General Hooker received a sevare
wound in the foot, and was taken from the
field. The advance of the enemy, however, was
soon cbecked by the uvumasking of our batteries
on the loit, and they were forcad back Lo a line
of woods beyond their former position.

While these events were transpiring, snother
division of Sunner’s corps, under the command
of Generul French, was ordered to mike a
diverston to the left in favor of the sttaock on
the right, They encountercd a galling fre
from a sunken rond in front, the encmy also
attempting to turn their left.  The battle raged '
fiercely at Lhi= polnt, the slaughter of our troops
being Irightinl; but they moved steadily for-
ward, acaln ehanging thelr front, as they were
assmiled from a different point. The batteries
on our ¢xtieme 1ight havivg put an end to an
advance in that divection, the foe abandouel the
attack there and ro<hed to the assistance of the
forces opposed to General French, whose right
flunk they endeavored to turn, but io valn.
Huving repulsed this Jast sully of the foe, |
Frepeh's Division, which had been under five for
four heure, took up u position below the crest
of the helghts on which they had been engaged,
the enemy distuwrbing them no further for a time,

Following down the line of battle to the lafy,
we tind that Richurdson’s Division of Somnar's
Corps had erossed thoe Antietwm at the same
polut as the others, ubout hulf-past § o'olock.
A ficroe encounter with the enemy ensued, ont
forces Jaboring under great disadvantnges in
constquence ol lvregalaries in the ground, The
contest at this point was alsoextremely anlmnted,
the opposing forces at one time betnz raneed
in parallel lines, 1o an elfort to gain possession
of u height which communded the situntion,
aud from wluch the enemy were Anally harled
back, Bevernl desperate altempts to turn our
Hue were then made and repulsed, and the
musketry fire at this polnt ceased, Hut the
cucmy siill Kept up 0 sharp connonsding: aud
whils General Rlohard«on wos personally ﬂ:rux:t-
ing the fire of n battery which came to his

reliel, be fell mortatly wounded, his command
devolviug upon General Hancock., The long
extent of terntory which Le was obilged to
hold rendered it impossible to concentrate auy
of hils troops for s fresn witnck on the encmy.
During the remsindoer of the day there wos no
more netivity at this pont, the enemy making
but one wore wdvonee, which was qaickly re-
pulsed by the tre from Plessonton's guns,

Al o'clock i the morning General Pranklin's

Curps broke camp nent Crampton’s Pass; Gene-
ral Couch belvg lefn behind, with orders to
occupy Marylund licights with his Division.
Frunklin regohed the teld of battle between 12
uutlll @'elock, It hud beon ntended to keep
this l'nr‘m In resorve ou the east side of the An-
tletam, bat 1L waa found yecessary to send it to
the relief of Mooker wnd Bumaer, at the oentre
und right of our tine ot vustle. -Just as Franklin
wrrived, the enemy had made another ferce
assault on our Hoes, and bat for the timely re-
inforcement would have probably sncocoded in
plercing our lloe bwiween French's and Sede-
wiok's Divislous. The fresh troo 5wercproperr‘y
osted, and Geneal Bumuer, who al that time

The nttack on the onemy’s left wag to haye
been supporied by an altack on théir right by
Genernl Burnside, who held the leit of our lino,
opposite Lhe second bridge from the mouth of
the Antletam. At Bo'clock n the moralug an
order wes sent to Buroside, requiring him o
carry the bridge in his front, to guin possession
of the helghts beyond the Antictam, and then to
advance wlong Lheir erest upon Sharpsburg und
its rear. This order was twice repoatel, at last
with the Iojunetion to make the nsganlt st all
hnzaeds, and to oarey the bridge at the polut ol
the basonet, If necessury, After a delay of three
hours the 61st Pennsylvanin unl the Hlst New
York succeeded in ganing & foothold upon
the disputed stroeture, when the opposite
bank was ocoupted, and the encmy lorced to
retire to the helghts beyond., This advan-
foge wis brilliantly aohieved st nbouat 1 o'clock,
and Burnside then halted until 3, when
hi was ordérsd to advance upon the heights
without delay, and to earry them, if possible,
even b a great sacrifice of Jife, as this move-
ment was vital to the suceess of the whole army.
Burnside then resumed his advance, the
enemy were gallantly driven from their guns,
the heights were carried, and a portion of the
corpe, just before darkness et in, fonnd itseli
in the outskirts of Bharpsharg, Bat reionfores
ments bad by thig time reached the encmy from
Hurper’'s lerry, and Burnside recelved an
pesnult on his Ieft flank, which obliged him to
rotire to a4 lower line of hills nearer the bridge
by which he had crossed the Antietam, And
thus the baltle closed !

General McClellan, m his official report, cen-
sures General Baropside tor Lis delay, clalming
that, *if this important movement had been
consummited two hours enrlier, a position would
have been secured npon the heights from which
our battéries might have entiladed the greater
part of the enemy'’s line, and turned their right
and rear, Ourylictory,” says McClellan, “might
have been much more decisive,”

After the Battle,

Gemeral MeClellan concluded that nsuccess.
ful sttack uwpon the encmy on the 15th was a
matier ol great upcerininty. The perilons
situntion of wlulrs, the danger 1o which the
senboard cities would be exposed in case ol
dafeat, the futigue and exhaustion of his troops,
the grest pumber ol men who had seraggled
away mum thelr commauds, the great diminu-
tion In the artillery and other necessary sup-
plies, and an expectation ol fourteen thousand
men by way of reinforcement—such are the
reasons which, sccording to his official report,
concluded Geperal MeClellan trom renewing
the contest before the morning of the 191h,

When, on the morning of the 10th, oar cav-
glry advance reached the river, it was fonnd
that, under cover ot Lthe night, and protected by
eluhit batteries of aritllery, posted strongly on
the hich blufls to the south ol the Potomac,
nearly the whole of the enemy’s toree hud abaun-
doned their position o the 18th and retired to
So thers was no
baitle fought on the 19:h of September, 1862,

Then followed n lopz and grievous delay,
which sickened the Learts of the people with
hope deferred, It was terminna‘ed on the 7th of
November {ollowing, by an order which relleyed
Major-Geuernl George B, McClellan from the
commuand of the Army ol the Polomue, and
turned 1t over to the control of Major-General
Ambrose B, Burnside,

What We Galned and What We Loat,

We have already quoted that portion ol
McClellnu’s report which asierts that, but for
Burnside's delny, “our victory might have been
much moredecisive.,” In a tubsequest portion
of lils report, McClellun thus sams ap the result:

The spiolls of war during thie contests at SBouth
Mountain, Crampton's Poss, and Antietpm,
amounted to thirteen guuws, thirly-nine colors,
upwards of ffteen thourand stand of small prms,

| and more than six thousand prisoners; while

not a single gun or color was lost by our army.
But in the battle of Antietam alone our loss in
killed numbered 2010, in wounded 8416, and in

wissing 1048 —a total of 12,469; and in the pre-
vious encounterss we lost 312  killed, ._‘_*:H
wounded, and 22 missing—u total of 1548,

making the entire loss from the L4th o the 17th
ol September, 14,007, _

The results of the battle, as viewed from the

The Ceremonics on the Battle-field To-
Morrow,

To-morrow, September 17, is the fifth aopni-
vergary of the grest couflict deseribed above,
and 18, therelore, a fttng occssion for luying
the corner-stone of the monument Lo be erected
on the scene of the battle, in ‘memory of the
brave men who perished there, As |8 well
known, the dend were buned where they fell,
snd since tnen & National Cemotery has been
instituted, so that they will not be disturbed in
their glorous repose.
